LONDON, June 20.—8Ir Roger Capement
today was found gullty of high treason in
the High Court of Justice. 'The jury waa

Immediately after the wverdiot waa re-
turned, Casement was senlenced to. death
by Baron Heading, the Lord Chief . Jus-
tice.

GERMAN ' DRIVES FAIL

British Bombard Foe's Lines
On-Unprecedented Scale

By FREDERICK PALMER

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN
FRANCE, June 20.—A cannonade
of unusual violence with numbers of
trench rnids has continued along
the entire British front during the
last 24 hours. Here and there in-
tense outburats from eoncentrated
artillery have occurred on both

gides.

The British used both gas and
smoke to cover their trench raids on
the Ypres salient. Dead Germans
were found gassed in their trenches
and the Germans retaliated with a
bombardment of the Canadian posi-
tions on Observatory Ridge and
Sorrel Hill,

The ense with which raiding par-
tiea under the cover of a bombard-
ment can rush an enemy's trench,
inflict losses and bring back pris-
oners has made it s systematic
nightly business along the whole
front during the last few days. It
is being earried out on a scale not
attempted hitherto in the coubse of
the war.
